Water way to have 
fun at sport festival 
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Paildng charges 

set to rise again

PARKING charges are set to 
rise for the second time in a 
year to cut council loses of 
£275,000. 

Council chiefs have also warned 
that a further rise in the cost of using 
car parks in Newmarket may be 
needed if the increase deters mot¬ 
orists from using the official parking 
areas. 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council’s community services comm¬ 
ittee will be asked on Tuesday to 
increase charges from the current 50p 
for two hours and 90p for three hours. 

Councillors are being asked to choose 
between 60p for two hours and £1.10 for 
three hours and 70p for two hours and 
£1 for three hours. 

Charges were increased to their 
current level in April from the previous 
levels of 30p and 60p which had been 
unchanged since the controversial 
introduction of parking charges in 2006. 

Andrew Claydon, the council’s 
strategic director (resources), said, in a 
report to the committee: “In practice, 
any subsequent further decrease in 
demand may cause the income target 
not to be achieved and it may be that 
higher charges still would be required to 
reach break even.”

Car parking 
charging 
time may 
be extended

He has suggested the latest 
rise after a fall in income from 
parking has meant that the 
council is looking to an 
additional shortfall of £100,000 
on top of a budgeted deficit of 
£175,000. 

An analysis of the council’s 
income from parking charges 
show that income from fines 
has “collapsed” following the 
council’s abolition of a free 
half-hour period. Many 
motorists were previously 
caught exceeding the free half- 
hour and fined. 

The council is also 
considering extending the 
charging period, which 
currently ends at 4pm, to 6pm. 

Mr Claydon has warned that 
additional costs are on the way 
in the shape of the VAT 
increase on fanuary 1. He said 
that the VAT rise would cost 
the council an additional 
£10,000 a year if charges 
remained unchanged. 

He also warned that coinage 
changes from April next year 
will mean that the 20 ticket 
machines will have to be 
modified at a cost of £700 
each. Replacing all the 
machines with new ones 
would cost £70,000.

Man, 20, 
arrested 
after drugs 
discovery 

A MAN arrested after the 
discovery of a cannabis 
farm in a house has been 
released on bail. 

The man, a 20-year-old 
believed to be of Asian 
origin, was arrested in Bury 
Road, Newmarket, after 
police found more than 400 
cannabis plants in a house 
in nearby Rous Road. 

He was questioned on 
suspicion of illegal drug 
production and was later 
released on bail to return to 
Bury St Edmunds police 
station on January 16. 

It is understood UK 
Border Agency officials 
were called in. 

The police were alerted 
after the owner of the 
rented house became 
suspicious. 

Three men ran off when 
police arrived and two are 
still being sought. 

Police drugs officers and 
scenes of crime experts 
were at the house for most 
of Wednesday clearing out 
plants and equipment after 
the discovery was made on 
Tuesday afternoon last 
week. 


New licence rules 
on way for clubs 

LAP dancing clubs may have to apply 
for a new licence next year due to 
changes in Government regulations. 
Forest Heath District Council has 
joined forces with neighbouring St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council to 
bring in a new policy which would 
force existing clubs, like Heaven in 
Newmarket High Street, to ask for a 
new licence after April next year. 

The clubs would have a year’s 
transitional period in which they could 
continue to operate. 

But any that do not apply for a new 
licence by April 2012 would not be 
allowed to continue to run offering the 
same kind of entertainment. 

The district council’s licensing 
committee, which meets on Monday, 
is being asked to agree steps towards 
creating a new “sex establishment 
policy”. 

Charity walk sets a 
fundraiser record 

THIS year’s Bridge the Gap charity 
walk - run by our sister paper the 
Cambridge News - has racked up a 
record £45,000 for two good causes. 
The top fundraisers have been 
honoured at a special prize-giving 
event in Cambridge. 

The walk follows a scenic route 
through Cambridge’s ancient colleges 
and across its river bridges, and 
2,700 people took part in September. 
The money raised will be split 
between the Arthur Rank Hospice 
Charity and Press Relief, the 
Cambridge News’s community fund, 
each getting £22,500.

£100 CUP Bookshop token after 
scooping the top school/youth club 
prize. They collected £312.

Residents to have a 
say on housing cash 


EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
rubbished claims that it 
is set to impose a “roof” 
tax on affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

Liberal Democrats claim 
Conservatives are planning to 
charge developers building 
much-needed social housing a 
levy. 

They say the “roof” tax, will 
replace the Section 106 
developer contributions and 
give the cash-strapped council 
funds to provide community 
facilities elsewhere in the 
district. 

However, the authority 
insists the Lib Dems are

scaremongering and that a 
consultation period is to be 
launched to discuss the issue. 

Cllr Ian Allen, Lib Dem 
leader, says any such move 
could deter landowners willing 
to sell plots for affordable 
homes and punish housing 
associations who want to 
develop in the south of the 
district. 

He said: “We badly need 
affordable homes to reduce our 
housing waiting list but the 
Tories seem intent on putting 
obstacles in the way. 

“What farmer is going to give 


up his land for affordable 
housing knowing that 10 per 
cent of the money is going 
towards this tax? 

“The money raised for 
affordable housing will go into 
a big pot to be spent across the 
district and not necessarily for 
the benefit of the families living 
in these homes. 

“This amounts to nothing 
short of a tax on affordable 
housing.” 

But Cllr Peter Moakes, 
chairman of the council’s 
strategic committee, said Cllr 
Allen was “jumping the gun”. 

He added: “Far from 
imposing a tax on affordable 
homes we are actually starting 
a period of consultation where 


residents can tell us what they 
think of plans to use developer 
contributions to improve local 
roads, schools and leisure 
services. Sounds a little 
different when it is described 
like that doesn’t it? 

“It’s not scary, not targeted at 
the poor and not actually a roof 
tax. 

“We know that we need more 
affordable homes so as part of 
this consultation we will be 
speaking to housing 
associations, discussing special 
arrangements for develop¬ 
ments which are 100 per cent 
affordable homes and looking 
at the areas developers’ 
contributions can make a 
difference for everyone.”

Amateur jockey 
killed on gallop 


AN amateur jockey 
has been killed at a 
gallop near New¬ 
market. 

Christopher Wat¬ 
son, 61, died after 
his horse collided 
with a tree in Side 
Hill Gallop, in 
Cheveley. 

Mr Watson, a 
retired businessman 
from Leicestershire, 
was riding a gelding 
called Kadouchski 
for the Newmarket 
trainer John Berry. 

Mr Watson had 
held a jockey’s 
licence since 1995, 
but did not win a 
race in 17 outings. 

He was riding out 
once a week for the 
Beverley House 
trainer, travelling 
from his home in 
Sapcote, Leices¬ 
tershire for the early 
morning rides. 

He is thought to 
have been thrown 
against a tree after 
losing his left iron 
during a canter on 
Side Hill last Wed¬ 
nesday shortly after 
11am. 

Mr Berry said: 
“Everyone here is 
terribly shocked by 
what was a tragic 


accident made all 
the more so by the 
fact that Chris was 
such a nice, popular 
and friendly guy 
who we all liked 
very much. 

“He introduced 
himself to me 
during the summer, 
like all amateurs he 
was looking for 
places to ride out, 
and he had fitted in 
really well. 

“The one thing 
that must be said is 
that Chris died 
among friends. 

“The fact that he 
wanted to drive over 
from Leicestershire 
early in the morning 
once a week shows 
he really enjoyed 
coming, he was 
riding what was 
probably his fav¬ 
ourite horse here, 
and he died in a 
place where he was 
very well liked.” 

The Health and 
Safety Executive has 
launched an invest¬ 
igation into the 
accident. 

An inquest was 
opened and ad¬ 
journed on Tuesday. 


Store staff chase 
shoplifters after 
jackets snatched 

SHOPLIFTERS dropped a bag 
containing stolen leather 
jackets when they were 
chased by a member of store 
staff. 

A group of three men tried to 
get away with four jackets, 
worth just over £100, which 
they had put in an orange bag 
before walking out of the TK 
Maxx store in High Street, 
Newmarket. 

A member of staff gave chase 
and the man holding the bag 
dropped it and ran off. 

The men were all described as 
being of Turkish appearance. 
One was 5ft 8in tall, in his 
early 30s, of large build with 
short dark swept back hair 
and was wearing a short 
black jacket, a green shirt and 
blue jeans. 

The second man was 5ft 6in 
tall, in his 40s, of large build 
with short dark greying hair 
balding on top, with stubble, 
and was wearing a black or 
dark coloured silky jacket with 
gold or cream sleeves and 
blue jeans. 

The third man was 5ft 5in tall 
with black hair in a ponytail 
and was wearing a black top, 
a ribbed top underneath and 
blue jeans. 

The incident happened 
between 1,40pm and 1.50pm 
on Friday.

Christmas 
clamp-down 
on shop signs 


COUNCIL officials are 
set for a pre-Christmas 
clamp-down on un¬ 
authorised advertising 
signs. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council voted on 
Monday to ask Forest Heath 
District Council to take action 
over A-boards in Newmarket 
High Street. 

The controversial issue has 
surfaced again - a year after a 
previous purge on the signs 
was shelved after complaints 
from traders. 

The latest action follows 
the installation of four official 
sign boards in the High Street 
where traders in side streets 
can have their names 
displayed - at an annual fee 
of around £350. 

But many shops and other

businesses want to keep their 
own signs - some of which 
are displayed around the 
official signs. 

The town council voted to 
ask the district council, as 
planning authority, to step in 
and take action now that the 
new signs, which cost around 
£10,000, are in place. 

A letter is due to go out at 
the end of this month to 
shops that continue to 
display unauthorised signs. 

They will be given 21 days 
to remove the signs before a 
planning enforcement officer 
visits the town to seize any 
offending signs. 

He is due to visit the town 
around December 22. 


The town council voted for 
immediate action, although 
the option of delaying action 
until the early New Year was 
offered by the district council. 

Traders who have planning 
permission for their signs will 
not be affected by the clamp- 
down. 

The issue originally arose 
as part of the Clean-up 
Newmarket campaign led by 
former mayor Jane Bailey. 

The signs were described as 
unsightly and a hazard to 
mothers with children in 
buggies, as well as the elderly 
and disabled.

A HISTORY society 
may have to find a 
new home for its 
archives if a town 
council decides that it 
cannot continue to 
keep them in its 
headquarters. 

Newmarket Local History 
Society, run by a group of 
enthusiastic volunteers, has 
had the use of a room in the 
town’s Memorial Hall for 
nearly 10 years. 

Now the hall, in the High 
Street, is undergoing a £1.2 
million refurbishment the 
society has moved out to 
the council’s temporary 
offices in Palace Street. 

But councillors are 
considering whether there 
will be room for the society 
when the work on the 
Memorial Hall is complete. 

Sandra Easom, vice- 
chairman of the society, 
addressed town councillors 
on the issue this week.

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She said the use of the 
former caretaker’s room in 
the hall had been a 
“tremendous asset” for the 
society and the town. 

She said: “No archive of 
town history had previously 
existed in Newmarket. 

“The Newmarket records 
held at the Suffolk Records’ 
Office in Bury St Edmunds 
are not always easy to 
access and, in some resp¬ 
ects, are rather limited.” 

Mrs Easom said the 
society, which uses its 
archives once a week, 
needed a secure room 
which was not accessible to 
the public unless members 
were present. 

As well as the archive it 
would also house the 
society’s computer equip¬ 
ment. 


She said the society 
intended to compile a 
database to cross-reference 
its records and also 
improve its facilities for 
research. 

She thanked the council 
for its support and made a 
plea to be able to return to 
the hall when the imp¬ 
rovement work is comp¬ 
leted. 

One suggestion was that 
the society could use the 
upstairs office previously 
used by the town clerk. 

The current plans for the 
hall involve moving all the 
offices to the ground floor 
to improve accessibility for 
the public. 

But the idea has not been 
supported by councillors. 

The issue is due to be 
considered by the town 
council’s finance and policy 
committee next month.

No reason for 
cull of sports 

Sir, I write to you completely 
dismayed after reading of the 
coalition government's plans to cut 
funding to the Forest Heath School 
Sports Partnership and, indeed, 
others across the country (Weekly 
News, November 18). 

It is some years since I was involved 
in school sport but, having 
researched the work of the 
partnerships, it would appear that 
there is no good reason for what 
appears to be an indiscriminate 
cull. 

Collectively, the partnerships have 
increased the percentage of young 
people accessing the 
recommended two hours of 
physical education (PE) from 25 per 
cent in 2000 to the current 95 per 
cent. Testimonies suggest that 
teachers in primary schools have 
been given training to provide 
them with the confidence to not 
only teach PE, but to inspire their 
pupils to enjoy sport and lead 
healthier lifestyles. The programme 
of competitions available to young 
people is vast and attractive to not 
just those who enjoy team sports. 

In my day, competition at school 
was restricted to football, rugby, 
netball and cricket, with a 
smattering of athletics if you were 
lucky. Now children can represent 
their school at other sports 
including badminton, table tennis, 
basketball and tennis. 

Nationally, 49 per cent of young 
people competed for their school in 
the last academic year, pointing to 
a real commitment to competition 
from teachers. 

If this was truly a cut for the greater 
good then perhaps it would be 
easier to swallow, but the coalition 
assures us that schools will still be 
given the equivalent funding; it just 
won’t be ringfenced. Who do 
ministers believe will organise all 
this sport if it is given directly to 
schools? Teachers don’t have the 
time to devote to paperwork 
beyond the statutory requirements 
relating to league tables and 
parents do not necessarily have the 
expertise. 

London 2012 is less than two years 
away and, with this act, the 
coalition government has 
effectively wiped out the legacy for 
young people in this country. £270k 
per year would seem like a sound 
investment to me and it could even 
be argued that, with obesity levels 
still rising, the level of funding 
should be increased. This 
government should be 
embarrassed and ashamed - it is 
intent on taking us back to an era 
when school sport was reserved for 
the privileged few and not the 
masses.

‘Extinct’ 
spider 
crawls 
back 


A RARE spider which was 
feared extinct in the UK 
has been caught on 
camera for the first time 
after a new colony of the 
species was found in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The elusive Rosser’s sac 
spider had not been seen in 
Britain for 10 years, but a colony 
has now been discovered at 
Chippenham Fen. 

The spider, Clubiona ross- 
erae, which makes its home in 
wetland areas, has only ever 
been found in one other site in 
Britain - Lakenheath Fen. 

The light brown spider was 


first discovered in the 1950s, but 
the draining of the fens and 
changing farming practices 
since the Second World War has 
been putting its preferred 
habitat under threat, experts 
said. 

Despite intensive searching 
in recent years by the British 
Arachnological Society and 
invertebrate charity Buglife, no 
spiders had been seen since 
2000 and fears were growing 
that it had died out in the UK. 

Then spider enthusiast Ian 
Dawson spotted a Rosser’s sac 
spider at Chippenham Fen in 
September, and a further search 
in October revealed 10 spiders. 

He said: “I was extremely

surprised to find the first one 
and then, when we went back a 
month later, it was great to find 
more of them. 

“If we’ve managed to find 10 
of them, I think there must be 
quite a sizeable population of 


Rosser’s at that particular site.” 

The first ever photographs of 
live Rosser’s sac spiders were 
taken by Peter Harvey, who took 
part in the second survey. 

Buglife chief executive Matt 
Shardlow said: “This spider is 


globally endangered. It’s 
fantastic that it’s still creeping 
around in the British country¬ 
side and we’re ecstatic that 
people can now see what it 
looks like for the first time in 
history.” 


Dull, drab packs for cigarettes ‘to put children off smoking’ 


TOBACCO companies could be forced 
to sell cigarettes in grey or brown 
packaging to try to stop youngsters 
from taking up smoking. 

Ministers are considering switching 
all brands to a standard dull pack to 
make them less attractive to young 
prospective smokers. 

Colourful packs are widely accepted 


as the last form of marketing available 
for tobacco companies to recruit new 
smokers. 

The current intention is to ask 
retailers to cover up their displays of 
cigarettes so that children are not 
attracted by the packaging, but 
ministers want to examine the use of 
plain packets as well. 


Plain packs would just show basic 
information and health and picture 
warnings. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley, MP 
for South Cambridgeshire, said: “We 
have to try new approaches and take 
decisions to benefit the population. 

“That’s why I want to look at the idea 
of plain packaging. The evidence is 


clear that packaging helps to recruit 
smokers, so it makes sense to consider 
having less attractive packaging. 

“It’s wrong that children are being 
attracted to smoke by glitzy designs on 
packets.” 

Mr Lansley said children should be 
protected.

Progress on 
Parkinson’s 

A CAMBRIDGE 
University-led research 
programme hopes to 
improve treatment for 
Parkinson’s disease. 

The initiative, which 
brings together world¬ 
leading researchers, will 
focus on cell-based 
therapy, which replaces 
diseased cells with 
healthy ones. 

Although cell-based 
therapy has been 
around for more than 
two decades, it has had 
dramatically varying 
outcomes. 

After treatment, some 
patients have been able 
to go drug-free, with 
markedly improved 
symptoms, for many 
years. 

Others develop side- 
effects which can cause 
further problems. 
Researchers recognised 
there was a lack of 
consistency in previous 
trials as to when 
treatment was administ¬ 
ered - for example, 
patients were of varying 
ages or at different 
stages of the disease. 
This prompted them to 
examine why some 
procedures are 
successful and others 
not. By reassessing 
earlier trials, they aim to 
put together a protocol 
to increase the chance 
of success. 

Dr Roger Barker, of the 
Centre for Brain Repair 
at Cambridge University, 
will head the five-year 
research programme.

Inquiry into care 
of bolt gun killer 


HEALTH service chiefs 
have ordered an inquiry 
after it emerged that a 
murderer could have 
been detained under the 
Mental Health Act before 
he killed a woman with a 
bolt gun. 

Mary Griffiths, 38, who taught 
exercise classes at Newmarket 
leisure centre, was killed after 
being dragged from her home in 
Bury St Edmunds by John 
McFarlane, 40. 

He was jailed for life in 
November of last year. 

But now an inquiry has been 
ordered by the NHS East of 
England after it was revealed 
that he had been treated at the 
mental health unit at West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, shortly before the 
killing in May, 2009. 

It is understood that medical 
staff considered whether to 
detain him under the Mental 
Health Act but decided against 
“sectioning” him.

An NHS spokeswoman said: 
“NHS East of England has 
commissioned an independent 
company to undertake an 
independent investigation into 
the care and treatment of John 
McFarlane. 

“The investigation is now 
under way and a report 
detailing its findings will be 
published once the invest¬ 
igation is completed.” 

The report is expected to be 
published next year. 

A separate investigation is 
being carried out by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) after 
relatives complained about the 
response by Suffolk police to a 
call by Ms Griffiths in which she 
said she was being harassed by 
McFarlane.

Warning over childcare costs 


CHILDCARE bosses in 
Cambridgeshire warn they might 
be unable to balance the books as 
the number of youngsters in care 
remain at record levels. 

The caution came as the impact 
of the Baby Peter case on social 
workers in the county was 
acknowledged for the first time. 
Previously, managers had 
emphasised local factors but 
“greater risk aversion” has now 
been identified. 

There are currently 502 looked- 
after children in Cambridgeshire, 
the highest level for JO years, and 
the department which oversees 
them is forecasting a £1.3 million 
overspend - having already made 
savings of £4 million in recent 


months. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
is projecting an overall overspend 
of more than £4 million this year 
but, at a cabinet meeting, 
resources boss Cllr John Reynolds 
said this was unacceptable. 

He challenged the director of 
children and young people services 
to explain the situation - and the 
director of community and adult 
services, which is forecast to 
overspend by £2 million. 

Adrian Loades, who heads the 
former department, pointed out 
that council had a statutory duty to 
care for vulnerable children. Of the 
overspend, he said: “I cannot say 
with lull confidence it will be zero, 
but I can give an assurance we are 


working to get the figure as low as 
we can. We remain subject to pres¬ 
sure on services we simply have to 
meet.” 

In a report to the Cambridge¬ 
shire Children’s Trust, strategy and 
commissioning director Hannah 
Woodhouse said the number of 
looked-after children in the county 
had risen by 25 per cent in three 
years. 

She said: “The rise is thought to 
reflect a combination of changes in 
the national child population, 
changes in legislation, greater risk 
aversion due to media scrutiny of 
high profile cases such as Baby 
Peter and, importantly, greater 
success at identifying vulnerable 
children.”

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Going for gold: Jonson Cox is leaving Anglian Water. 


Outrage 
at chief’s 
£9.5m 
gift for 
going 

UNION leaders have 
denounced a £9.5 million 
golden goodbye paid to the 
departing boss of Anglian 
Water. 

Jonson Cox, 54, is 
leaving the water company 
after six years as chief 
executive to join UK Coal as 
an executive chairman. 

According to accounts 
filed to Companies House, 
he departed with £9.5 
million in salary, pension 
payouts and bonuses, 
making him Britain’s 
highest paid water boss. 

Shops and businesses in 
Cambridge have also 
criticised the water 
company for the time taken 
to complete major sewer 
repairs in the city, which 
have caused weeks of road 
closures. 

Mick Ainsley, the GMB 
union’s regional organiser 
for East Anglia, said the 


money should be spent on 
staff and improving 
services to customers 
across the east of England. 

He added: “This money 
was funded by cuts and 
jobs losses and increased 
charges to customers. 

Anglian Water claim Mr 
Cox’s payout will be borne 
by the company's owners, 


venture capital group 3i, 
and three pension funds, 
not by customers and staff. 

Mr Cox, who is 
Cambridge University- 
educated, is a former 
managing director at 
Yorkshire Water and was 
chief operating officer of 
Railtrack during the Hatfield 
train crash in 2000. 


Death crash 
spot may get 
warning signs 


NEW warning signs 
could be installed at 
the scene of a crash 
in which a motor¬ 
cyclist died. 

A scheme to put 
warning signs at bends in 
Newmarket Road, Wood- 
ditton, is one of a number 
of jointly-funded minor 
highway improvements 
due to be considered by 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s environ¬ 
ment and transport 
committee on Tuesday. 

If approved, the work 
will be carried out in the 
2011-2012 financial year. 

The work is expected to 
cost around £10,000. 

A report to councillors 
shows there was one death 
and one minor injury at 
the spot where there are 
tree-lined bends. 

It suggests that addit¬ 
ional warning signs and

road markings could 
improve safety. 

It is one of the highest- 
scored schemes, taking 
into account road safety, 
speed, traffic flow, the 
environment and other 
factors. 

The top nine schemes 
will be considered for the 
£60,000 funding available 
from the council - but the 
total amount needed is 
£130,000. 

Parish councils contrib¬ 
ute to the schemes at a 
rate of £1 per elector. 

The Woodditton parish 
council contribution is 
likely to be more than 
£1,300. 

Other schemes under 
consideration for villages 
in the Newmarket area 
include one at Brinkley 


where there have been 
four injury crashes at the 
village crossroads in the 
past five years. 

The £15,000 scheme 
proposes the installation 
of speed limit "gateway" 
features at the entrances to 
the village. 

At Reach, there has been 
a request for a ban on long 
vehicles in the centre of 
the village. 

Although the report says 
it would not be practicable 
to bring in legally- 
enforceable restrictions, 
extra signs and other 
features could be installed 
as part of a £15,000 
scheme - subject to the 
agreement of the parish 
council. 

Other schemes under 
consideration are in 
Soham, Wicken, Ely, Sutt¬ 
on, Haddenham and 
Wentworth.

AT the Cheveley Parish Council 
meeting on November 9 
councillors were saddened to 
learn that the clerk, Elaine Taylor, 
would be leaving after four years 
in the position.

The budget for the 2011/12 
financial year was agreed and it 
was felt that there was very little 
scope for limiting the precept 
payment request without either 
reducing the grass cutting 
services or the clerk’s working 
hours. 

The Townland Charity Christmas 
payments made annually to 


residents who had lived in the 
parish for 15 years or more and 
were over 80 years old would be 
distributed in December and 
would remain at £25 each. 
Hazards and remedial work 
required were identified following 
the annual risk assessment 
carried out by councillors, who 
were thanked for completing this 
so promptly.

The council expressed their 
sadness at the death of a 3-year- 
old boy in a road accident just 
outside the village on the B1063 
on October 23.

Mildenhall 


MUCH of the business at the last 
meeting of Mildenhall Parish 
Council, held at West Row Bowls 
Club, was completed during the 
final 40 minutes; but before that 
saw the regular “open session” 
with the Safer Neighbourhood 
Team Officer (Sgt Phil Payne) and 
the Mildenhall division Suffolk 
county councillor (Steven Frost) 
being kept busy after their initial 
reports. 


The former told members that the 
previous month had seen nearly 
70 crimes committed in their area 
(excluding West Row with eight, 
which is covered from Brandon). 
Chief numbers had been four 
burglaries, 11 thefts (five from 
shops), 14 cases of damage to 
property and three arson 
offences. 

Sadly, there had been an increase 
in graffiti on buildings which had 
to be dealt with quickly. However, 
Sgt Payne said that, with a 
changed emphasis on their 
methods of patrolling which had 
produced more staff in the area, 
working until late in the evening, 
they were hopeful of getting on 
top of the situation, notably by 
holding meetings with the public 
every three months. 

Mr Frost, after his initial report on 
county council matters, came 
under fire at once about a recent 
newspaper report which had 
asked specific questions about 
how county leaders were going to 
carry out promised consultations, 
he having to admit he had not 
seen the article. 

Leading on from that point, senior 
councillors waded into the 
discussion on specific questions 
affecting Mildenhall. 

Cllr John Barker reiterated earlier 
comments about possible closure 
of the Wamil Court home for 
elderly citizens and was told a 
special discussion about it would 
be held on December 10. 

In asking how the council could 
be involved, he was joined by 
another senior member, Cllr Nigel 
Roman, who is also a district 
councillor, who said people living 


there (some for many years) 
would not relish the thought of 
being moved to another place. 

Mr Roman also referred to the 
apparent possible closure of 
Mildenhall town library, which he 
said was well used by many 
people of all ages. 

Mr Frost said the libraries review 
would see all of them, particularly 
the smaller ones with fewer 
users, being looked at carefully, 
though he agreed that Mildenhall 
fell into the medium-to-high user 
category. 

Although he would be unable to 
attend the November council 
meeting, he would ensure there 
was a written reply to the points 
raised during the evening. 

Parish councillors received a 
number of reports from their own 
and joint committees, accepting 
all the recommendations made by 
them, not least the draft budget of 
the recreational management 
committee. They also received 
and accepted the proposed 
calendar of meetings for 2011. 
One report attracting attention 
was that of the Jubilee Centre 
management committee chaired 
by Cllr Nigel Roman, which has 
been meeting regularly for some 
years on a quarterly basis but 
which is now recommending a 
reduction of 50 per cent in its 
sessions. 

Another report attracting attention 
was that relating to the proposed 
changes in Suffolk County 
Council’s transport service 
revisions. It was noted in 
discussion that during a recent 
“meet your councillor” session in 
the Leap Centre, comment had 


been made about timetables not 
suiting the needs of people, 
particularly students, travelling to 
Bury St Edmunds. 

It was agreed that efforts should 
be made to make the people more 
aware of any changes proposed, 
with notices at the bus station 
and library. 

■ With the Christmas season fast 
approaching, members of the 
Mildenhall Community 
Partnership steering committee 
discussed events in which they 
are heavily involved. 

Plans were confirmed for the 
town’s late shopping evening on 
December 9 and associated 
events such as the fortnight-long 
Christmas competition in local 
shops. 

It was agreed the MCP wreaths 
would be laid on Remembrance 
Sunday by chairman David 
Bowman. 

The MCP group has been 
promised a considerable grant 
from the Big Lottery Fund. If 
things go well, this should be 
open for use in late spring. 

■ There was a good turnout at 
the meeting of the Mildenhall and 
District Probus club (now over 
50-strong for the first time) when 
it heard an illustrated talk by 
Richard Blackwell about a holiday 
he took along the mighty River 
Danube, as it flows eastwards 
towards the Black Sea. 

Members heard advance details 
of the Christmas lunch, which will 
again take place at the George 
Hotel, Swaffham, on Wednesday, 
December 15.

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How YMCA hostel helped 
me turn my life around

I SUSPECT that, 
when most people 
think of youth 
hostels, their 
imagination goes 
crazy with thoughts 
of drugs, chaos and 
Asbo teenagers. And 
there is no denying it 
-1 had those same 
thoughts too. I pre¬ 
judged something I 
didn’t really know 
anything about and 
assumed that 
anyone who moves 
in to a hostel is 
almost certain to 
continue in a 
downward spiral. 

I was very much 
mistaken. In fact, for a 
youngster who has found 
themselves in difficult 
times, living in a hostel 
can be a hugely positive 
step forward. It pushes 
you to be more 
independent and teaches 
you how to survive in this 
big, wide, sometimes 
frightening world. 

Youth hostels provide 
supported housing, 
generally for people aged 
between 16 and 25, 
meaning you live very 
much independently, 
while knowing there is 
staff on hand 24/7 if you 
struggle or need advice. 

The YMCA Cambridge 
- my current home - is 


Six months ago, Tammy McKenna’s life was spiralling out of 
control: running with the wrong crowd, she was falling into a life 
of drink, drugs and bad behaviour. Then she received a message 
from the Cambridge YMCA that would change her life. Here, she 
tells her own story... 


very much like a city 
within the city. Housing 
up to 120 residents, it is 
certainly full of colourful 
characters: some are loud 
and bubbly, some are 
quiet and keep to 
themselves, and others 
just love to run rings 
around the staff. Either 
way, they have their own 
story, their own reason for 
being there, their own 
desire to move on and 
make something of 
themselves. 

I won’t pretend hostel 
life is all song and dance: it 
can be tough, it can be 
scary and it can be lonely. 
But it is helpful. So many 
young adults have used 
their time in supported 
housing to their 
advantage. They have 
progressed and made a 
better life for themselves. 

I am one of those 
people. When I moved 
into the YMCA on May 25 
this year, I feared the 
worst: I was petrified of 
life, lacked self-esteem 
and was quickly falling 
into a stereotype. But I 
chose to use the YMCA as 
a lifeline, and it worked: 
ever since, I have 
progressed to become the 


person I am today, a 
person I am proud to be. 

Wind back six months, 
and I was your typical 
teenage tearaway. I had 
burned bridges with 
family, I kept the wrong 
company and made 
many wrong decisions. 
My life has never run 
‘smoothly’ as you would 
put it. Since starting 
secondary school I had 
become troublesome and 
rebellious towards 
teachers, my parents and 
any type of authority 
figure. I disregarded rules 
and sometimes 
purposefully set out to 
break them, pushing my 
boundaries as far as I 
dared. I had always been 
bullied - being a redhead 
it’s inevitable - but as I 
grew older I took to 
challenging the bullies 
myself and, occasionally, 
found myself becoming 
the bully. 

This behaviour went on 
until I was preparing to 
take my GCSEs, when the 
little girl came out of me 
and worry and stress took 
their toll. Life at home was 
also hard, and I took to 
self-harming as an 
escape. When a teacher 


discovered my cuts I 
swore to stop what I was 
doing, and I kept that 
promise until Christmas 
2008, when I relapsed and 
gave in to the stress of life 
once again. On that 
occasion, I ended up in 
A&E at Addenbrooke’s for 
treatment for a serious 
wound. 

The next year came and 
went with some trials and 
tribulations, the hardest 
of which was losing my 
grandad in the October, 
foseph Cassidy was the 
greatest man I had ever 
known, and his death 
affected me more than I 
could have ever imagined. 
From then I went back to 
the old me, disregarding 
and being uncaring 
towards anything or 
anyone; I even stopped 
caring about myself. 

As I entered 2010 with 
little hope of a future, my 
life was in freefall. I ended 
up losing the relationship 
between myself and my 
family, choosing instead 
to mix with company 
who, with the pretence of 
helping me out, steered 
me on to an even more 
destructive path. I got 
involved with people who

dealt with drugs, and lost 
contact with many of the 
friends who, upon 
reflection, I most needed. I 
had never really had any 
support and I felt as if I was 
the only person who 
believed I could be capable 
of making something of 
myself. 

I became depressed and 
stuck in a rut that I felt I 
would never get out of. I 
looked to alcohol as a 
release, on many occasions 
becoming reliant on drink 
as well as cannabis to 
numb the feelings and 
apprehensions of the 
future that were causing 
me to feel insecure and 
hopeless. However, the 
release these drugs gave 
me was short-lived and 
eventually, on May 17, it all 
became too much and I 
attempted suicide, taking a 
cocktail of over 40 co- 
codamol, ibuprofen and 
even anti-histamines in my 
desperate attempt to get 
away from it all. 

I was found by the 
roadside on Coldham’s 
Lane, dazed, confused and 
frozen. I was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s, where I 
remained for three days 
with paracetamol 
poisoning, attached to a 
drip in order to prevent any 
further damage or liver 
failure. 

While in hospital, I 
received a voicemail from 
theYMCA telling me news 
that I was able to move in 
as soon as I wanted. It was 
a very surreal wake-up call, 
but it was exactly what I 
needed and so, on the 
following Monday, I found 
myself moving in to the 
place I have called home 
ever since. 

Looking at myself back 
then, it feels as though that 
was not really me. I do not 
know who I was in the past, 
because right now is where 


I most feel myself. I like 
who I am now. I am 
content with where I am 
heading and I am proud of 
my achievements so far. 

I have detached myself 
from drugs and alcohol, 
remaining tee-total for five 
months now. I have 
worked with The FLIPP 
Project at Centre 33, 
becoming the leading lady 
in a film addressing the 
issue of homelessness, 
which will be shown at the 
Cambridge Arts 
Picturehouse at the end of 
this month. I won second 
place in the 

Cambridgeshire Can Cook 
competition, judged by 
MosterchefMex Rushmer, 
and I feel especially 
delighted that my sweet 
apple sauce was a hit all 
round! 

I am currently on The 
Prince’s Trust Team 
Programme, which is an 
excellent opportunity to 
acquire training, skills and 
qualifications in order to 
help me gain a successful 
career. The course involves 
team projects and chall¬ 
enges; the most recent was 
working at The Phoenix 
Trust - a charity that helps 
young adults get into work 
- in Milton to give their 
team room a much- 
needed makeover. I am 
also taking part in the Jam 
Van project hosted by 
Young Lives, in which I am 
able to write and create my 
own song for an album for 
theYMCA. And, most 
importantly, I am writing 
this story to you now, 
through work experience - 
a wonderful opportunity 
and my greatest 
achievement yet. 

All of this has been done 
while I have been a 
resident at theYMCA, and I 
have them to thank for it. 
With the staff at the hostel 
gently pushing me on, 


offering me advice and 
being there whenever I feel 
I may waver, I have 
embraced every 
opportunity offered to me 
to develop and become a 
better person. I was a 
short-tempered, 
worrisome and depressed 
girl six months ago; today I 
am a calm, happy and 
enthusiastic young 
woman. 

Learning to live 
independently and how to 
manage myself has 
enabled me to grow up a 
lot. With the support staff 
behind me, giving me a 
nudge here and there, I feel 
I am adequately skilled in 
the art of budgeting, 
cooking and managing a 
home, something that I 
always grew up believing 
only ‘grown ups’ do. It’s 
peculiar how I now feel so 
much older than I actually 
am. At 19,1 sometimes feel 
my next birthday should be 
my 30th. I’m not 
complaining: I love that I 
feel grown up and that I 
have the strength to say 
what I want and to go for it. 
I am sensible and mature - 
most of the time - but I’m 
sure I am still allowed my 
moments, for a couple 
more years at least. 

And when the time 
comes to move on from 
hostel life and set up a 
home of my own, I feel I 
will be fully prepared. I 
know what it takes to make 
sure there is enough 
electric on the meter, 
enough food in the fridge 
and that the rent is paid on 
time. 

In a way, I’m grateful my 
life turned out a bit topsy 
turvy, because otherwise I 
wouldn’t have got to where 
I am now. Moving in to a 
hostel was a nerve-racking 
experience, but I strode on, 
I embraced it and I am so 
unbelievably relieved I did.

■ Jade Crowe, 18, resident at YMCA: “I’m 
really proud of the YMCA. They have helped 
me get on a course at Cambridge Regional 
College doing hairdressing, which I really 
enjoy. They are also funding my driving 
lessons so I can work towards getting my 
own car. I’m really glad of the outcome of 
living here and just have to say it’s not as 
bad as people may think.” 

■ Tony Beaumont, 18, resident at The Foyer 
supported housing group: “Being in a hostel 
has really helped me to gain confidence, it 
has taught be how to be efficient and live 
independently and it has prepared me for 


moving on my own and knowing how to 
cope with life. I also lived at the YMCA for a 
while, and the team there and at The Foyer 
have helped me out a great deal.” 

■ Joe Baker, 18, resident at YMCA: “Living 
at the YMCA has helped me to beat my 
addiction to mephedrone, meaning I’ve 
been clean for eight months now. I’ve also 
been able to re-kindle the relationship with 
my family, for which I’m very grateful. With 
the help of the staff I am planning to attend 
The Prince’s Trust programme in January, 
and hopefully V-Talent after that.”

Perfect Roast Potatoes 
You will need floury 
potatoes, such as Cara or 
King Edward cut fairly 
small, and sunflower oil. 

1. Lightly salt some gently 
boiling water, and par-boil 
the potatoes for about 
eight minutes. 

2. After leaving to cool 
completely, scratch them 
with a fork and sprinkle 
with a little fine salt. 

3. You can roast around a 
joint of meat, provided 
there is at least half a 
centimetre of fat in the tin. 
Alternatively, preheat oil in 
a separate pan with fat 
from the roast, only adding 
the spuds when the oil is 
sizzling hot. Turn the 
potatoes as soon as they 
go into the pan, giving 
them a light coating of oil 
from the start. 

4. Roast for the last 45 
minutes of your joint’s 
cooking time, turning at 
least once. If they look like 
they could use a bit more 
browning/crisping, leave 
them in after the joint has 
come out to rest. 

5. Drain well of excess oil, 
and keep in a warm oven, 
uncovered and not too 
piled up. Season again 
with salt and pepper 
before serving. 

Chocolate , Nut and Cherry

200g plain chocolate (70 
per cent cocoa), broken 


into pieces 

lOOg butter, diced 

75ml (5tbsp) golden syrup 

225g digestive biscuits, 

broken into pieces 

4 pieces stem ginger, 

roughly chopped 

lOOg whole shelled 

pistachios 


lOOg whole blanched 

hazelnuts 

200g glace cherries 

1. Place the chocolate, 
butter and golden syrup in 
a small pan. Heat gently, 
stirring occasionally until 
smooth and shiny. Line an 


18cm x 28cm cake tin with 
baking paper. 

2. Place all remaining 
ingredients in a large bowl 
and mix, then pour over 
the chocolate. Stir until 
evenly coated. 

3. Tip the mixture into the 
prepared tin and even out 


with the back of a spoon. 
Chill for two hours or until 
firm. 

4. Run a knife around the 
edge of the tin, turn out on 
to a board and remove 
baking paper, before 
cutting into squares.

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Apology for

A COUNCIL has 
apologised “unreser¬ 
vedly” after contractors 
piled earth on top of the 
grave of a toddler who 
died in a road crash. 

Clare Seager, the 
heartbroken mother of Henry 
Blacklock, 3, and her sister 
Helen Burke were stunned 
when they saw that a 3ft 
mound of earth and rubble 
had been piled on his grave at 
Newmarket cemetery - a 
week after his funeral. 

Elaborate floral tributes to 
the youngster, who died 
when his father’s car was 
involved in a collision last 
month, were moved by 
cemetery staff. 

Mrs Burke said the family 
could have moved the 
tributes themselves if they 
had been warned that a grave 
was to be dug next to Henry’s. 

Isabelle Barrett, town clerk, 
said: “We would like to 
extend our sincere apologies 
for the unnecessary hurt that 
has been caused to the 
mother of this little boy. 

“We are extremely sorry for 
this thoughtless action and 
there will be an internal 
investigation.” 

She said that Henry’s grave 
had now been restored and 
the flowers have been moved 
back.

Henry, who lived with his 
mother in Red Lodge, died 
when his father’s Renault Clio 
was involved in a head-on 
collision with a Jaguar car in 
Ashley Road, Cheveley, on 
Saturday, October 23. 

Henry’s father, 42-year-old 
Martin Blacklock of King 
Edward Road, Newmarket, 
was seriously injured. 

The Jaguar driver, a man 
aged 30, was arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving. 

He has been released on 
bail while police complete an 
investigation into the crash.

With Andy Thorpe as 
choreographer and Craig Sayers 
as musical director, it is a 
seamless production and 
contains so many facets, from 
pantomime farce, to tragedy, 


pathos, magic, music, along 
with the absorbing storyline and 
moral undertones. 

The baker and his wife are 
played by Tim McCormick and 
Amanda Aldridge, and they 
work so well together with 
voices absolutely suited to the 
music of the composer, and in 
fact you have to wonder how on 
earth some of those pieces in the 
show are put together and learnt, 
they are so complex. John 
Mitchell holds the continuity of 
the show together, as 
narrator/mysterious man and 
there are also some great 
performances by Dani Scharpf 
as Cinderella, with Michael 
Stokes doubling as Wolf and 
Cinderella’s prince. Kathy 


Bullock takes on Cinderella’s 
stepmother, with Stella 
Frangleton and Kerry La Porte 
as Florinda and Lucinda, the 
sisters, and some of their scenes 
are so gruesome and narrated 
with the almost cheery tones of 
an early ‘Children’s hour’ that 
they become hilarious. 

Eric Maguire as Cinderella’s 
father and Fiona Maguire as 
Steward have some outlandish 
scenes all adding to this bizarre 
but incredibly clever piece of 
writing. 

The Beanstalk Household is 
in the hands of Jamie Maguire 
and Kate Nolan as Jack and his 
mother; whilst over in the tower, 
there is a superb blending of 
parts with Rachel Smith as 


Rapunzel with Liam Corbett as 
her Prince. 

Gemma Hunt has her own 
mini-panto as Little Red-Riding 
Hood, along with Michael 
Stokes as Wolf, and the ever 
versatile Lori Scharpf, trebling 
as Granny, Cinderella’s Mother 
and The Giant. Charlotte Martin 
completes this powerful line-up 
as the Witch, and she is 
outstanding, combining the 
spirits of good and evil. This is 
an awesome production, leaving 
us all in eager anticipation of the 
Kings Panto Season in January 
with Robin Hood and The Babes 
in the Wood.

AND so it begins - the final chapter 
of JK Rowling’s fantasy saga, the 
highest grossing film franchise of all 
time. 

Cleaved in two for creative and 
commercial reasons, Harry Potter 
And The Deathly Hallows follows on 
from the shocking events of Harry 
Potter And The Half-Blood Prince 
with Harry (Daniel Radcliffe), Ron 
(Rupert Grint) and Hermione (Emma 
Watson) facing the renewed threat 
from Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes) and 
the Death Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the sixth 
film, strikes an even darker tone for 
his imagining of the seventh book, 
leavened with occasional flashes of 
humour such as when Mad-Eye 
Moody (Brendan Gleeson) warns his 
fellow wizards that the magical 
Polyjuice Potion tastes like something 
unsavoury a goblin might produce. 
Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains 
faithful to Rowling’s hefty tome but is 
allowed brief moments of artistic 
licence. 

Thus, we see Harry and Hermione 
tenderly dancing together and 
Voldemort preys upon Ron’s 
insecurities and jealousy by taunting 
him with a vision of a naked Harry 


and Hermione locked in a steamy 
embrace, their blushes spared by 
swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The nefarious Lord Voldemort and his 
followers, including Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs), 
continue to grow in power, 
threatening everything that 
Dumbledore (Michael Gambon) and 
his followers hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, 

Ron and Hermione embark on a 
quest to track down the mysterious 
Horcruxes and stop the forces of 
darkness from taking a stranglehold 
over the wizarding world. 

Originally intended for release in 3D, it 
will only screen in 2D after the 
technical wizards at Warner Bros 
were unable to convert this first 
instalment to the format in time for 


the worldwide release. 

In some ways it’s a blessing because 
the film’s running time of 146 
minutes would mean eye strain for 
younger audiences. 

That said, Part 2 will definitely screen 
in 3D, ensuring Harry, Ron and 
Hermione conclude their epic quest 
with a bang. 

Several sequences have clearly been 
designed with the format in mind, 
such as when Voldemort’s snake 
Nagini springs at the camera, fangs 
bared. 

Similarly, the opening battle over the 
skies of London and through 
motorway traffic would be even more 
breathtaking with audiences swerving 
in their seats to avoid oncoming 
traffic. 

The release of Part 2 next July seems 
an agonisingly long way off.

GIVEN time and space, Newmarket ran 
Huntingdon ragged to breeze to a record
